Former Castleford man among trapped miners

anxiously Friday for news of a former resident 
.trapped in the smoldering Wllberg Mine since 
fire broke out late Wednesday.

Curt Carter, who farmed in Castlcford before 
becoming a miner, was not listed among the 
nine dead discovered in the mine near 
Orangevilic, Utah. It was not known If his was 
among the four bodies found later In the even- 
ing-

ther down In the mine could 1)0 alive If they liad 
reached a ".safe retreat" cliamber 2.C00 feet 
beyond the site where fire broke out. 

"We're sorry the olhers orc^dead." said 
Curt's sister, Jennie Reynolds of Castleford 
Friday evening. "Wc pray he will come out." 

The waiting is difficult, she said. But the fami- 
ly's morale Is good. 

"We've got lots of' prayers going, out," she 
said. "Everyone is praying for us. That helps." 

Carter, almost 30, was born In Hallcy but has 
spent most of his life in Castlcford. He gradu- 
ated from Castlcford lligli School and worked 
with his brother and his father, Eluck Carter, on 
Uic family farm. 

Five vears aco he left Idaho to take a job at 



the Wllberg Mine, "lie really enjoyed Uie 
work." Reynolds said. 



He is married to Janice Novak Carter who 
grew up in Bulil, In an Interview shown on net- 
work television news Thursday night.'She talked 
about the couple's four small children and how 
worried she was.

Whidbcy Island, Wash., house l^ited during a 
subsequent standoff with federal authorities. 

Yarbrou^ Is scheduled for trial Jan. 16 on 
charges of assaulting a federal officer and 
possessing firearms as a convicted felon. His 
background includes three 197G burglary convic- 
tions in Arizona. 

FBI agent Michael Johnston of San Francisco 
testified Yarbrough fired a gun at him and two 
other agents on Oct. 18 when they went to Yar- 
brougli's home north of Sandpolnt.
